ged. Hereupon they claimed refor- 
mation,bnt others reſiſted them, yea, 
and purſued them to the death, KkilL 
ling divers of them. Thoſe which c= 
ſcaped the hands of the adverſaries, 
con. inued their claime of reformati- 
on,and made choile of others to ſuc- 
ceed them in their ojH.e. 

Theſe bee the Miniſters of the 
Church of England. If an hone 
man were asked what is in this cafc 
tobe done ? he would ſay,the writ- 
ten wil-isto be ſtood upon,andto be 
made knowne; 

The Bible is that will ; which the 


Roman feoffers have no minde to - 


make knowne, nor can endure the 


publiſhing thereof in vulgar languae- 


es, that all people might heare it 
read intheir Churches; alledging 
this reaſon, that as they judge, if 
common people had Gods word in 
their owne tongue, they would ra- 
ther take hurt, than good by it. To 
my ſilly underſtanding,this1s a very 
ſtrange reaſon ; Of all other bookes 
is 
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« loaden Conſcience. 7 
is Gods booke ſo dangerous? Then 
why did theLord give his Word, the 
old Teftament,unto his beloved Na- 
tion the Ifſraclites, in their owne 
tongue? yea,and lay ſuch charge up- 
on them to read it, and to heare it? 
W hat was the reaſon, that whea a 
woman ſaid untoChriſt, B/eſſed « the 
wombe that bare thee, and the pappes 
which thou haſt ſucked, Luke 11.27, 
I fay, what was the reaſon that our 
Lord'made ber this an{wer ; ver/.28, 
Zea rather bleſſed are they that heare the 
word of God,and keepe it? I ſay againe, 
why did hee fay fo, ifitbe better for 
people notto heare, than te heare 
Gods word ? 

By the way,ve it remembred.that 
the Sonne of God faith,{r i a birfſta 
weſſe to beare Goas word; and the Pope 


" Whotaketh upon him tobe the De» 


puty of the Sonne of God, he faith, 
It 1s not a blefledneffe, he forbiddeth 
it. If any underſtanding conſcionas 
ble Roman. Catholike were be- 
tweene God,and his owne ſoule, to .

cauſe, 


8 T he unburthening of 
Cauſe, why,the Pope doth not alloy 
Gods word tobe commonly bought 
and ſold 1n Italie, Spaine, Fc. and fo 
toberead in Churches: myconſci» 
ence giveth mee, that he would ſay 
thus; Ic is very likely, that thereby 
many would be drawne from his 0- 
bedience, and many things which 
are now 1n requeſt among the peo- 
ple;ſhould then be deſpiſed. As ſurely 
as the Lord God liveth,Itake this ro 
bethe maine cauſe. A great num- 
ber of things in that religion could 


by no meanes ſtand, if the booke of | 


God werecommonly to be had in 
the peoples owne language. There- 
fore they are not ſuffered to heare 
God ſpeake. 

Iappeale to the conſcience of e-

The iuſtice of God requireth that 
every Angel,man, woman,/and childe - 
bee tried and judged by that whick 
i1sin them, whether it be righteouf- 
neſfe os. ſinne; - the righteousto bee 
ſaued, and the ſinner damned.

Then 
I made thoſe ſhort anſwers plain,and 


proucd them out of the Bible in 


halfe an houres ſpace. I humbly ad- 
uifeall young Preachers that they 
will not imagine they can build Ie- 
rufalem ſuddently ; for ſuddden buil= 
dings will ſoone fall downe, I mar- 
uell how it commeth to paſſe, thatin 
ſome places; euen were learned 
Preachers haue killed themſelues 
with ſore labeurs, the greater num- 
ber of people are groſlely ignorant; 
yea, I ſay it againe,and can proue it, 
very groflely ignorant. I truſt _ 
ynder 
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vnller proteRtion, and that maketh 
me the bolder to ſpeake my minde, 
in the feare of God , and loue of my 
Country. The common ſort is much 
neg le&ed : for neither matter of 
docrine, nor manner of ſpeech is 
fitted vnto their low and ſmall ca- 
pacity. Moft people for ſome three 
quarters of an houre, if they vnder- 
ſtand the words , and perceiue the 
matter concerning their ſaluation 
ta bee the plainely proued out of the 
booke of God , ( which for ought I 
know, 1s0f greater reuerence with 
them, than with many of higher de- 
gree,and greater vnderftanding.) I 
lay ,if they bee plainely and briefly 
taught out of Gods booke, they will 
give very diligent cage ; But ifthe 
Preacher confound their vnderſtan- 
ding , or bee longer than ordinary, 
they leaue al, and thinke thus;When 
will yonder man haue done ; he hath 
no reaſon, to make anend, 
The next Sabbath the fift of /ane 
T did follow the ſame order which I 
tooke the Sabbath before.

ThurWay following I was drawne 
toa feaſt,and ſo inte much ſinne ; for 


no ſauce is ſocommon at a feaſt as -

Whereas I made mention of my 
faithfull friend Ra/ph Midbourne,1 in- 
treat the gentle reader, and hearer 
to take knowledge from mee of cer- 
tain notable properties that were in 
him very plainly to be ſecne. He was 
religious towards God,a nd that not 
by way of ſchiſme,diflention I mean 
but in peace. He loued his Miniſter, 
yea he loued all Miniſters that were 
for the preſent ſtate of the Church, 
and of conſcionable behauiour. Hee 
was dutifully kinde vnto his aged 
parents: for hee ſnſtained them both 
vatilhis Fathers death,then his Mo- 
ther vntil his own death, and by his 
wil took erder for her maintenance 

fo long as it ſhould pleaſe God to 
giue her the continuance of life. Ac 


his death hee: gaue- portions vato - 
manie brothers,and fiſters, and toa - 


manie of their children, Hee was of 
behauiour verie temperate, diſcreet, 


and patient, Hee was farce from the . 
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{ Cdrinkefianding by mewithabagge 
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diſpoſition todrinke, anddomineere 
in Tauernes,and Ale-houſes ; he did 
often chide me, becauſe I was ſome« 
times forward to goe, and other 
times caſie to bee drawne vnto ſuch 
places, 

It were pitty thatthe memorie of 
theſe vertues ſhould haue beene. bue 
ried with him : For I knew hardly 
anie one of his ratike encry. way for 
goodneſſe matchable. with him? 
Some may be ready enough to come 
mend themſclues though an indiffe= 
rent man. ſhall have much. adoe to 
finde ame thing that is worthy of 
commendation in them. Therefore 
at his buriall I tooke this text, Pro

Wedneſday the 20. of /n/y, T 'was 
{obeyond meaiure tormented in the 
water-paſſage, and ſo burned inthe 
ſoles of my feete, that-I was forced 
to ſtand bare footed, and bare leg- 
ged; yea, hauing a veſlell of new

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oſpurging powder in it, for my bg- 
dy could not clfe bee kept from 
deadly coſtinenefle) I dranke glafſe 
afcerglafle, kneeling vpon my knees, 
& calling very lamentably vpoh the 
natne of God, They that at any time 
haue drunke healths kneeling, had 
they fgenc me vpon my. knees, wee 
ping and praying, and drinking, 
would haue beene terrified from that 
barbarous fafhion of cheirs. 

Friday the 22. of 7=!/y, | was in 
the afternooke taken with 2 deadly 
paineupon my left ſide, and there- 
witha!l-an extreame windy faints 
nefle oppreſſed the lower parts of 
my breaſt, ſo that my heart was 
continaaily readie to faijle, This 
held mee vntill it was welnigh mid- 
' night, I lying full of paine, and cal- 
ting ypon the name of the Lord. 
Then had I ſome reſt vntill mor- 
ning, and then it beganne againe, 
This prayer I oftentimes made yn- 
to the Lord while I was in torment; 
_  O molt gracious God, if it berhy 
good pleaſure that I ſhall in moſt 
| hamble 
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humble and zcalous repentance, glo+ 
rifie thy name, vouchlafe for Telus 
Chriſts ſake to rebuke this my dilf 
caſe, But if it pleaſe thee not to 
makethar yſc of mce, becauſe I am 
moſt exceedingly vnworthy , and 
vnfit to doe thee any acceptable 
ſeruice ; then moſt blefled Lord, 
withdraw thine hand from mee,and 
let me dye. For why ſhould I liue 
auy longer todiſpleaſe, and diſho- 
nour thee, and :0 cauſe any more 
euil! ynto my brothers and. ſiſters 
the children of Adam?

means forgat both the. preſence of 
God and the holinefle of the day. 

Monday morning I was ſore tore 
mented,ſfo that-my feete burned ve« 
ric. paincfully ; ſpecially the righe 
foote. 1 dranke great plentie of 
ſmall beere,and yet burned till. In 
this ſore torment, I praicd thus ;
